On Wednesday, March l, 196, Room 
H started taking series of lessons on 
"Medical Self Help Training Course." 
Mrs. Clemens, the head nurse of the 
health center, is the person responsi- 
ole for giving us these lessons. 

The first lesson was on artificial 
respiration. After showing us a slide 
on artificail respiration Mrs. Clemens 
talked to us about artificial respira- 
tion. Mrs. Clemens told us of all the 
151510048 usad to revive a person the 
mouth to mouth metnod.is the best. She 
also told us if it is not possible to 
use the mouth to mouth method because 
of swelling or some other reason we may 
use the back pushing method. Mrs. 
Clemens demonstrated this method to us 
telling us to lay the person who is in 
need of artificial respiration down in 
any secure spot. First she told us to 
lay the person on his stomach and have 
his face laid om his hands, After that 
we bend down and put our hands just be- 
low the arm pits. After getting in the 
correct position we apply pressure on 
the person's back allowing the person 
to exhale. As soon as we finish doing 
this we slide our hands down and lift 
up the person's elbows allowing him to 
inhale. This method may have to be 
used from fifteen minutes to two hours 
st a time. Mrs. Clemens also added 
that before we start to do this we must 
elear the person's mouth. 

After the method was demonstrated 


to us, all of.us tried it on each other, 
including Mrs. Stokes and Mrs. Churchill 


100 were also present. So far we have 
aken only one of the nine lessons giv- 
en to us. Mrs. Clemens said who ever 
cassed the. testat the end of the nine 
lessons will be awarded a certificate. 
We hope we never have to use artificial 
respiration but if we do we'll be ready 
to do our best.
